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INTRODUCTION 


Federal  lend  policy  had  Its  beginnings  in  English  and  Colonial 
law  and  survey  prectiee.  Two  basic  laws,  Che  Land  Ordinance  of  1785 
and  the  Northwest  Ordinance  of  1787,  were  passed  by  the  Articles  of 
Confederation  Government.  In  1812,  the  General  Land  Office  was 
founded  as  an  agency  of  the  Treasury,  having  operated  in  one  or  two 
rooms  since  1790  as  an  Integral  part  of  the  Department.  When  the 
Department  of  the  Interior  was  created  in  1849,  the  General  Land  Office 
was  transferred  to  it.  In  1934,  the  Grazing  Service  was  formed  to 
administer  the  grazing  and  wildlife  program  outlined  in  the  Taylor 
Grazing  Act.  Both  of  these  agencies  were  consolidated  in  1946  as 
the  Bureau  of  Land  Management,  which  inherited  the  records  of  its 
predecessors.   "Records  of  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management"  therefore 
means  in  this  inventory,  records  of  each  or  all  of  these  organisations. 
In  the  majority  of  cases  records  were  continued  by  the  Bexeau  in  their 
old  form,  so  distinction  between  organizations  is  often  difficult. 

Major  structural  revisions  have  only  been  a  part  of  the  constant 
amendments  to  both  mission  and  organization  resulting  from  funda- 
mental changes  in  outlook  and  policy.  In  the  early  days  of  the 
Republic  the  objectives  were  to  satisfy  the  demand  of  a  rapidly- 
growing  population  for  more  land  and  to  derive  revenue.  By  1850, 
the  emphasis  has  shifted  to  the  encouragement  of  settlement  in  the 
more  remote  parts  of  the  continent  and  to  the  development  of  vital 
social  services,  such  as  railroad  transportation  systems  and  public 
education.  By  1900  the  present  mission  of  conservation  was  clearly 
expressed. 

Today  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management  is  partially  or  totally 
responsible  for  the  administration  of  mineral  resources  on  about 
765  million  acres,  roughly  one-third  of  the  area  of  the  United  States. 
It  has  exclusive  jurisdiction  for  the  management  of  lands  and 
resources  on  453  million  acres  of  this  area,  sharing  responsibility 
for  the  rest  with  other  agencies  like  the  Forest  Service,  the  Bureau 
of  Reclamation,  the  National  Park  Service,  the  Tennessee  Valley 
Authority,  and  the  Department  of  Defense.  Responsible  for  the  survey, 
engineering,  inventory,  classification,  evaluation,  administration, 
development,  improvement,  conservation  and  multiple  use  of  public 
lands  and  natural  resources,  the  Bureau  regulates  the  use  of  expend- 
able resources  in  a  manner  consistent  with  their  best  long-term  use 
and  encourages  the  production  of  renewable  resources  at  a  sustained 
yield.  These  resources  are  divided  into  six  categories:   soil,  water, 
minerals,  range,  forest,  and  recreation. 


Many  other  organizational  and  administrative  changes  have 
taken  place  from  time  to  time.  Facts  of  general  relevance  are 
given  below.  Other  information  is  given  in  the  introduction  to 
offices  and  in  the  appendixes.  The  independent  position  of  U.  S. 
Surveyor  General  was  created  to  oversee  and  coordinate  all  sur- 
veying in  a  designated  area  of  district,  a  principal  duty  being 
to  let  and  supervise  contracts  to  private  surveyors.  The  Ordinance 
of  1785  established  the  position  of  Geographer.  There  was  only 
one  Incumbent  under  this  title;  he  held  office  until  the  Act  of 
May  18,  1796,  created  the  position  of  Surveyor  General  of  the 
Northwest  Territory,  which  was  held  by  several  men  up  to  1825. 
Surveyors  were  also  appointed  for  other  new  areas,  holding  titles 
like  "Surveyor  of  Michigan".  The  Act  of  May  7,  1822,  created  the 
first  surveying  district,  the  present  State  of  Ohio,  and  specified 
that  a  district  could  be  a  State  of  Territory,  or  a  combination  of 
two  or  more  of  them.  In  1836  the  position  was  brought  within  the 
structure  of  the  General  Land  Office,  and  Surveyors  General  hence- 
forth reported  to  the  Commissioner.  In  1910  the  contract  system 
was  abolished  and  a  direct  system  of  surveys  Instituted  under  a 
field  surveying  service.  When  £L seal  economy  became  a  prime  emphasis 
of  the  1920's,  the  position  of  U.  S.  Surveyor  Genual  was  abolished 
on  Jely  1,  1925,  and  his  duties  were  assumed  by  the  field  survey- 
ing service. 

The  two  positions  of  Register  and  Receiver  were  established 
by  the  Act  of  May  10,  1800.  The  Register  was  the  senior  official, 
and  he  processed  all  applications  and,  until  case  files  were 
Instituted  in  1908,  recorded  sll  titles  in  a  series  of  separate 
registers,  one  or  more  for  each  type  of  title  or  claim.  The  Receiver 
was  the  fiscal  agent,  collecting  and  accounting  for  all  fees  and 
commissions,  often  known  by  his  full  title  "The  Receiver  of  Public 
Moneys".  He  kept  a  set  of  registers  which  often  duplicated  the 
information  recorded  by  the  Register.  These  officials  conducted 
their  business  in  a  U.  S.  Land  Office,  and  the  law  specified  that 
up  to  ten  for  each  State  or  Territory  could  be  set  up  as  the  need 
arose.  The  intent  here  was  the  mutual  convenience  of  the  Government 
and  the  people,  bringing  together  seller  and  buyer  in  easily  acces- 
sible locations.  This  flexibility  is  amply  demonstrated  by  the  fact 
that  over  360  land  offices  were  set  up  in  the  29  public  land  States 
(basically  those  west  of  the  1763  Proclamation  Line  and  south  of  the 
1819  Treaty  Line,  except  for  Texas).  The  economies  of  the  1920 's 
saw  the  abolition  of  the  position  of  Receiver  between  1922  and  1925 
(except  for  two  in  Alaska),  and  the  closing  of  42  of  the  remaining 
84  land  offices  on  July  1,  1925.  More  offices  had  been  closed  by 
1933.  Today  there  are  about  25.  The  Register  passed  from  existence 
with  the  reorganization  of  1946,  when  he  was  designated  "Manager, 
District  Land  Office". 


The  conservation  function  has  added  District  Grazing  Offices 
and  District  Forest  Offices  to  the  Bureau's  system.  As  natural 
conservation  became  of  greater  concern,  alienation  of  lands  through 
fraud  and  inefficiency  was  recognized  as  a  major  ill  needing  remedy. 
Widespread  and  sometimes  sensational  cases  of  malfeasance  in  the 
early  part  of  this  century  contributed  to  the  foundation  of  the 
Field  Division  to  handle  Investigations  and  contests.  Responsibility 
for  these  functions  has  been  reassigned  several  times  since  then. 

In  1946  groupings  of  States  were  placed  under  the  direction  of 
Regional  Administrators.   In  1954  Regions  were  abolished  and  State 
Offices,  responsible  to  Area  Headquarters,  were  set  up.  This  was 
changed  again  in  1961,  when  the  Area  level  was  abolished  and  State 
Offices  began  to  report  directly  to  the  Bureau  in  Washington. 

Record -keeping  itself  has  been  changed  basically  twice  this 
century  -  in  1908  and,  again,  beginning  in  1946.  The  first  change 
was  a  general  departure  from  the  system  of  registers  and  ledgers 
in  favor  of  the  case-file  system.  The  second  change,  still  in 
progress,  is  much  more  far-reaching.  After  many  years  of  study, 
the- Records  Improvement  Project  was  promulgated  in  1955.  The 
Project  essentially  provides  for  the  State-by-State  construction  of 
a  microfilm  file  of  all  source  documents  and  for  new  status  records. 
When  the  Project  is  completed  in  a  State,  the  old  records  are 
retired  to  a  Federal  Records  Center. 

The  arrangement  and  scope  of  the  records  listed  in  this 
inventory  are  variable,  and  it  is  often  difficult  to  place  items 
in  the  organizational  structure.  Records  were  moved  physically 
whenever  changes  or  divisions  in  responsibility  or  function  required 
changes  in  location*  Consequently,  unless  clear  organizational 
breaks  are  visible,  they  are  listed  under  the  last  office  to  have 
control  of  them.  Their  organizational  ancestry  is  given  wherever 
possible. 

The  area  which  is  now  California  and  Nevada  was  part  of  the 
territory  ceded  to  the  United  States  by  the  Treaty  of  Guadalupe 
Hidalgo  (February  2,  1848).  California  was  admitted  to  statehood 
on  September  9,  1£50,  without  having  been  first  organized  as  a 
Territory.  Under  the  established  usage  of  international  law,  the 
United  States  was  bound  to  Mexican  governors  of  California. 
Accordingly,  the  Act  of  March  3,  1851,  provided  for  the  establish- 
ment of  the  Board  of  California  Land  Claims  Commissioners  to  hear 
these  private  claims,  as  they  were  called,  and  for  the  extention  of 
the  American  land  system  to  the  public  domain  -  the  rest  of 
California.  The  first  Surveyor  General  of  California,  to  be  sta- 
tioned in  San  Francisco,  was  appointed  the  same  day. 


was  restored  once  again  Co  California;  and  in  1866  the  Nevada  survey 
district  was  finally  established.  In  the  meantime,  the  Carson  City 
land  office  had  opened  on  March  1,  1864,  to  a  deluge  of  claims  and 
applications. 

The  National  Archives  imposes  no  restrictions  on  the  records 
of  theBureau  of  Land  Management,  but  one  of  its  "General  Restric- 
tions" does  apply:   the  use  of  personal  investigation  files  less 
than  75  years  old,  whether  legal  action  was  intended  or  not,  must 
be  approved  by  the  Bureau.  Public  Law  487,  the  "Freedom  of  Inform- 
ation Act",  though  it  makes  accessibility  generally  easier,  does 
not  include  several  categories  of  records  still  restricted  under 
other  laws:   records  dealing  with  internal  personnel  rules  and 
practices;  investigation  files  for  law  enforcement,  except  to  the 
extent  available  by  law  to  private  parties;  and  geological  and 
geophysical  data,  information  and  maps  which  relate  to  wells.  The 
Bureau  is  reviewing  all  of  its  restrictions  in  the  light  of  PL  487. 
Most  accessions  have  restrictions  placed  on  them,  therefore  enquiries 
should  first  be  made  by  mail  or  telephone  at  the  San  Francisco 
Federal  Records  Center,  100  Harrison  Street,  telephone  556-3482. 

The  Bureau  of  Land  Management,  because  of  the  nature  of  its 
work  and  the  record -keeping  system  it  employs,  still  retains  some 
of  the  oldest  records  in  offices  throughout  the  two  States  and  in 
Washington.  If  a  researcher  is  seeking  information  at  the  Center 
about  a  particular  case,  for  example,  he  should  first  obtain  the 
case  from  one  of  the  indexes  in  Sacramento  or  Reno. 2

OFFICE  OF  THE  REGIONAL  ADMINISTRATOR 

The  reorganisation  of  1946  established  the  San  Francisco  regional 
office  as  headquarters  for  California  and  Nevada.  When  Regions  were 
abolished  and  State  Offices  were  created  in  1954,  the  files  of  the 
San  Francisco  office  were  transferred  to  the  Sacramento  State  Office, 
where  they  were  continued  (see  item  36).   "Correspondence11  includes 
reports,  statistical  breakdowns,  plans,  circulars,  legal  opinions, 
decisions,  drafts  of  articles  and  speeches,  minutes  of  meetings,  and 
related  papers  of  a  general  or  technical  nature.

BRANCH  OF  LAND  CLASSIFICATION  AND  PLANNING 

The  Branch  of  Land  Classification  and  Planning  was  the  successor 
to  several  agencies  which  handled  contest  and  Investigation  matters, 
Land  offices  performed  these  duties  for  themselves  until  the  Field 
Division  was  created  in  1906.  The  Field  Division  existed  until  1933, 
when  it  was  re-formed  as  the  Division  of  Investigations  of  the 
Department  of  the  Interior.  Here  the  scope  of  activity  was  consider- 
ably broadened  to  include  all  investigations  within  the  Department, 
though  no  files  unrelated  to  General  Land  Office  business  were  retained 
in  the  land  office  series.  From  1942  to  1946,  investigations  were 
again  confined  to  land  office  matters  alone,  under  the  Branch  of  the 
Field  Examination  of  the  General  Land  Office.  In  1946  the  Branch  of 
Land  Classification  and  Planning  was  established  under  the  control 
of  the  Regional  Office.  All  of  these  offices  were  located  in  San 
Francisco.  With  the  reorganization  of  1954  these  functions  were 
transferred  to  Sacramento,  under  the  Division  of  Land  and  Mineral 
Program  Management  and  Land  Office  (see  items  44-60). 

The  records  described  in  items  17  through  35  are  a  good  example 
of  the  way  files  are  continued  by  successor  organizations  -  no  clear 
organizational  breaks  are  possible  in  this  group.  Until  the  reorgan- 
ization of  1946  it  was  the  practice  to  arrange  files  in  numerical 
order  without  regard  to  the  type  of  investigation  or  contest.   Each 
file  has  a  docket  sheet  (Form  4-219  or  the  later  version,  Form  1-294)

The  Branch  of  Cadastral  Surveys  of  the  Division  of  Engineering, 
which  is  pert  of  the  Sacramento  State  Office  structure,  is  another 
organization  which  has  Inherited  the  functions  and  records  of  several 
prior  agencies.  As  with  the  records  of  the  Branch  of  Land  Classifi- 
cation and  Planning  (items  17-35),  there  are  few  cleer  organisational 
breaks. 

Survey  matters  were  handled  by  the  U.  S.  Surveyor  General  until 
July,  1925,  and  theae  records  ere  a  continuation  of  those  described 
in  items  1  through  12.  From  1925  to  1948  survey  functions  were 
carried  on  by  the  Public  Survey  Office,  located  in  San  Francisco, 
1925-1932,  and  in  Glendale,  1932-1948.  The  Division  of  Cadastral 
Engineering  in  Sen  Frencisco  assumed  the  functions  from  1948  to  1954, 
when  they  passed  to  the  Branch  of  Cadastral  Surveys.

The  Division  is  the  successor  to  the  Branch  of  Land  Classifica- 
tion and  Planning,  San  Francisco  (items  17-35),  whose  records  It 
continues.  It  was  established  under  the  Sacramento  State  Office  in  1954. 

Land  Entry  Serial  Case  Fi leg ,  (items  49-50):  These  case  files 
document  most  individual  actions  and  transactions  affecting  the  use 
or  disposal  of  public  domain  lands  and  their  resources.  Each 
application  is  assigned  an  individual  number  and  originates  a  case 
file  under  that  number.  All  corresponds ce,  reports,  legal  opinions, 
leases,  permits,  reaps,  plats,  diagrams,  end  other  papers  become 
part  of  the  file.  Applications  are  either  requests  for  a  lease  or 
permit  for  the  use  of  lands  and  their  resources,  or  for  outright 
conveyance  of  title  feera  the  United  States  to  the  applicant.  If  an 
application  results  in  the  conveyance  of  title,  a  patent  is  issued 
and  the  serially  numbered  case  is  then  filed  under  the  patent  number 
(item  49).  The  remainder  of  the  files,  by  far  the  majority  of  them, 
are  withdrawn,  cancelled,  expired,  suspended,  and  other  cases  for 
which  no  patent  has  been  issued  and  for  which  a  lease  or  permit  may 
or  may  not  have  been  Issued  (item  50).   Specifically  excluded  from 
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serial  number  assign— nt  are:   timber  sales,  permits,  and  leases 
(Item  57);  grazing  permits  and  licenses,  except  for  some  "Section  15" 
leases  (Item  59);  and  certain  rights-of-way. 

A  land  entry  case  file  might  have  an  active  life  of  less  than 
a  day  of  one  that  extends  more  than  fifty  years.  Rights -of -way  cases 
In  particular  are  of  great  longevity.

The  first  office  of  the  U.  S.  Surveyor  General  was  opened  in 
Carson  City  in  1861,  while  Nevada  was  still  a  Territory.  There  it 
remained  for  about  a  year  before  it  was  closed  and  its  duties  and 
records  transferred  to  the  California  district.  The  office  was 
re-opened  in  1866  in  Virginia  City,  and  was  transferred  to  Reno  in 
1882.  In  July,  1925,  the  position  of  U.  S.  Surveyor  General  was 
abolished.

The  Carson  City  land  of flea  was  established  In  1864  and  was 
closed  In  1949.  It  absorbed  the  Aurora  office  (1866-1873),  and  then 
was  ordered  closed  and  Its  records  transferred  to  Eureka  in  1884  - 
an  order  that  does  not  appear  ever  to  have  been  carried  out,  since 
the  office  continued  to  do  business.  In  1894  it  absorbed  Eureka, 
which  had  itself  taken  over  all  of  the  other  Nevada  offices  by  1877, 
and  became  the  only  land  office  in  the  State.  An  office  was  re- 
opened in  Elko  in  1914;  that  was  closed  in  1927  and  consolidated  with 
Carson  City.   When  the  office  closed  in  1949  the  functions  and 
records  were  transferred  to  the  Nevada 'Land  Office  (see  items  165-187). 
The  position  of  Receiver  was  abolished  on  July  1,  1925.  The  Register 
became  a  Manager  with  the  reorganisation  of  1946. 

Items  80  through  142  exemplify  the  rather  complex  series  of 
registers,  ledgers  and  other  documents  kept  by  Registers  and  Receivers 
before  1908.  Along  with  the  plats  of  survey  retired  by  the  Nevada 
Land  Office  in  Reno  (items  166-175),  they  are  the  records  retired 
to  the  Federal  Records  Center  upon  completion  of  the  Records  Improve- 
ment Project. 

The  Carson  City  office  frequently  combined  records  of  the  offices 
it  absorbed  with  its  own,  and  it  accordingly  contains  records  of 
other  offices  bound  in  the  same  volume  or  set  of  volumes.  Also 
included  here  are  records  of  offices  other  than  of  Carson  City,  if 
two  or  more  suoh  offices  are  contained  in  the  seme  volume,  and 
volumes  not  identifiable  as  to  origin,  designated  "Carson  City 
assumed".  To  preserve  organisational  cohesion,  two  Items  which  were 
actually  part  of  the  Reno  office  records  for  a  few  years  have  been 
included  in  this  group.  These  are  tract  books  (items  104  and  108), 
which  were  used  in  Reno  mainly  for  the  Records  Improvement  Project; 
they  more  appropriately  belong  to  Carson  City,  since  little  was 
added  to  them  in  Reno.

NEVADA  LAND  OFFICE. 


The  Nevada  Land  Office  in  Reno  was  established  in  1949,  when 
the  Carson  City  office  closed  and  transferred  its  records.  Reno 
assumed  responsibility  for  both  land  and  survey  records,  and  was 
known  as  the  Nevada  Land  and  Survey  Office  until  1954.   Despite 
the  change  to  the  present  name  survey  records  are  still  maintained 
by  this  office,  though  the  actual  surveying  is  done  by  the  State 
Office's  Division  of  Engineering.  The  organization  thus  differs 
from  that  in  Sacranento,  where  the  Branch  of  Cadastral  Surveys 
maintains  its  own  records  (items  37-43). 

Official  Plats  of  Survey  (items  166-175):   Plats  are  drawings 
developed  from  official  survey  notes.  They  are  visual  representa- 
tions of  lines  surveyed,  established,  retracted,  or  resurveyed, 
and  they  also  show  the  direction  and  length  of  each  line,  the  rela- 
tionship to  adjoining  surveys,  and  the  boundaries,  description  and 
area  of  each  parcel  of  land  subdivided.  The  plats  are  certified 
by  the  preparing  officers  and  approved  by  authorized  administrative 
officers. 

Three  official  plats  of  survey  are  generally  maintained:   the 
original,  filed  in  the  field  survey  office  of  the  Bureau  from  which 
the  survey  originated;  the  official  duplicate,  filed  in  the  Central 
Office  in  Washington,  D.  C;  and  the  official  triplicate,  the  public 
reference  copy  usually  bound  in  books  and  known  as  the  "triplicate 
original",  filed  in  the  land  office  for  the  State  in  which  the 
survey  was  made.  There  are  many  types  of  survey,  and  the  plats 
described  in  this  inventory  represen  t  a  few  of  them. 
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The  basic  system  of  land  division,  known  as  the  "rectangular 
system",  was  prescribed  by  the  Ordinance  of  1785,  which  directed 
that  townships  be  six  miles  square  and  contain  thirty-six  sections 
of  one  mile  square.  The  Act  of  May  18,  1796,  prescribed  the  order 
of  numbering  sections,  beginning  with  number  one  in  the  northeast 
corner,  proceeding  West  and  East  alternately  through  the  township, 
with  number  thirty-six  in  the  southeast  corner.  Later  laws  provided 
for  the  division  of  sections  into  halves  (320  acres),  quarters 
(160  acres,  eventurlly  to  be  the  basic  homestead  unit),  quarter- 
quarters  (40  acres),  and  lots.  Townships  are  either  north  or  south 
of  a  base  line,  and  in  Ranges  (one  Township,  or  six  miles,  in  width) 
either  east  or  west  of  a  meridian.  Nevada  is  measured  entirely 
from  the  Mount  Diablo  Meridian  (MEM),  California,  and  the  Mount 
Diablo  Base  Line.  The  Nevada  Ranges  are  18  through  71  East,  Mm, 
with  South  Townships  beginning  only  at  Range  32,  that  being  the 
point  where  the  Mount  Diablo  Base  Line  Intersects  the  Nevada  State 
Line.  All  references  to  land  areas  use  this  system,  going  from 
the  smallest  to  the  largest  unit.  Reno  was  founded  in  Section  11, 
Township  19  North,  Range  19  East,  Mount  Diablo  Meridian 
(Sec.  11,  T19N,  R19E,  MEM). 

The  plats  listed  here  originated  in  the  Office  of  the  U.  S. 
Surveyor  General  (see  items  78-79),  were  passed  on  to  the  Nevada 
Land  Office,  and  were  retired  to  this  Center  in  1963  and  1966 
after  the  completion  of  the  Records  Improvement  Project  in  Nevada.

No  Nevada  case  files  were  retired  to  this  Center  before  1958.  All 
of  them  have  therefore  been  received  from  the  Nevada  Land  Office 
in  Reno.  As  with  California,  closed  case  files  are  retired  once  a 
year  and  consist  of  several  accessions  per  series,  each  accession 
containing  files  started  in  the  early  part  of  this  century  as  well 
as  ones  ef  recent  origin.  The  Reno  Indexes  must  similarly  be 
consulted  by  those  wishing  to  use  the  files.
